The Delegates assembled, yesterday, at the Ses- 
sions Room, at 10 o’clock, pursuant to adjournment 
—Mr. Moore in the Chair, and Mr. English Secre- | 
tary.

THE PRESIDENCY. 
Correspondence of the Man. 
Cincinnati, July 28, 1834. 

I am sorry to see that there is reason to suspect 
Col. R. M. Jounson of favoring a consolidation of 
power in the hands of an odious oligarchy, which a 
National Bank, whatsoever shape it may assume, 
would in reality be. Strange that so clear a headed 
man in so many points, should be blinded by the 
littie advantages itmay giveto the community of 
traders, but which are much more than counter. 
balanced by its tendency to disturb the real calls of 
business, and to disarrange the affairs of all menin 
the community, except the rogues who calculate by 
the disorders it may make to get rich. 

A Bank man once said to me, ‘* The more distress 
there is among business men, the more money I 
make; for the more distressed a man man be, the 
more interest my capital will make me.” Let then 
such men, with their hydra headed monster, be 
shorn of their power, or the people may get sick of 
so many tyrants and long for one only and a few 
favorites. A consummation, however, not likely to 
take place, for Republicanism is gaining ground, 
thanks to the fearless and honest ANprew Jackson. 
But we ought to have another like him, to prevent 
any backsliding ; and, therefore, in case R. M. 
Johnson should be found to be wanting, what think 
you of THOMAS H. BENTON for President? A 
few more such Presidents as Andrew Jackson, and 
sophistical aristocrats would be nullified. 


The above letter suggest a few ideas on the sub. 
ject of the Presidency, to which we may as well give 
shape. To begin, then, we want a successor to 
Andrew Jackson, who will complete whatever may 
be left unfinished in his plan for restoring to the 
country the Constitutional Currency, and who will 
do, as Andrew Jackson has done, all he can towards 
abolishing the Monopoly of the Land: beyond this, 
but little is to be required of him but a strict con. 
formity to the constitution and a reduction of the pub 
lic expenditure to ten or twelve millions a year, if 
possible, as we believe itis. RICHARD M. JOHN- 
SON is the man we have long loaked to as most like- 
ly to do, and most deserving of the honor todo, all 
this, and we extremely regret that any circumstance 
has occurred to diminish the confidence in him which 
was entertained by others as well as ourselves, and 
hope that measures will speedily be taken to remove 
all doubts upon the subject, by ascertaining explicitly 
Col. Johnson's views on the reforms alluded to. Fo, 
ourselves, we are still satisfied that Col. Johnson ig 
now, what he has been, for thirty years, the friend 
and indefatigable advocate of the people’s rights and 
interests, but it is desirable that not a doubt should 
exist on the subject in the mind of any, and we think 
it is theinterest and duty of some of the Unions of 
the Working Men to elicit the facts. 

Next to Ricnarp M. Jonnson, we confess that 
Tuomas H. Benton is our choice for President, with 
the information now in our possession, but, viewing 
as we do the question of the Public Land to be one 
even more important than the question of the cur- 
rency, there is one part of Mr. Benton’s public con- 
duct respecting which we should require explanation 
before we could give him our hearty support. That 
he is right on the currency jon, is well known, 
that he is in favor of gradually reducing the price

of the public land (a necessary step towards abolish 
ing the monopoly of the land) is equally well “on : 
but, if our memory serves us, Mr, Benton has wri 
than once, advocated the granting of tracts of the 
public land, by Congress, to particular states, q fm 
cy which, even if it be constitutional, which we je 
we consider highly injurious to the interests of the 
people, because calculated to increase the monopoly 
ofthe land. Not a particle of the public land, we 
think, can justly be granted to any but an actual 
settler, but to actual settlers it ought to be

two great and all important questions above alluded 
to, nothing would give us greater satisfaction than to 
be rae fe contribute our aid, such as it is, towards

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Lonvon, July 23.—Distyessed condition of a Band 
of Foreigners.—Yesterday Mr. Woolcombe, of Free. 
man’s court, Cornhill, called the attention of Mr, 
Ballentine, the presiding magistrate of the Thames 
Police Office, to a case of a peculiarly distresding na- 
tre, regarding nearly 109 foreigners who had lately 
arrived in this country, and who were then ina starv- 
mg condition. 

Mr. Woolcombe said he was passing over Mill- 
wall,on the banks of the Thames at Poplar, when 
fe was informed that a creat numberof Saxons had 
ween just landed from a Prussian ship which arrived 
afew days ago from Bremen, and thata majority of 
them were laboring under illness,and were entirely 
destitute of every thine. ‘ 
Miikwall, and their condition was most deplorable. 
Yhere were several children amoug them, and he 
was nforined that a contagious fever had broken out 
on board the ship and that one person had died, and 
ethers were ina dying state. He distributed a few 
shillings among the most necessitous, and came away 
withthe determination of calling the attention ofthe 
proper auth rities to the circumstance. 

Mr. Ballentine thanked Mr. Woolcombe for bring- 
woe the subject under bis notice, and said he would 
erder immediate inquiriesto be made. He directed 
tr. Evans, the priocipal surveyor of the Thames 
whee, to proceed to Mill-wall, and as there were 
nipeteen shillings in the oflice poor box, he would 
fistribute that sum among the strangers. 

Vir. Evans instantly proceeded to the ship, and 
afterwards to Mill-wall, and, ata late hour, returned, 
and stated the result of his inquiries tothe magistrate. 
Hie suid the emigrants were eighty-four in number, 
2nd belonging to Hesse Cassel, in Saxony, which 
place they Iefta short time ago, with the intention of 
emigrating to America, On reaching Bremen they 
were unsuccessful in meetiag a ship to convey them 
ta the United States; but after remaining there a few 
days they fell in with the captain of a Prussian vessel 
on the pointof sailing, with whom they entered into 
* negotialion to convey them to England at the rate 
of £1 foreach adult, and 18s. for the children, With 
an pederstanding at the same time that he would on 
his arrivalin the portof London procure passages 
for them all to America at the rate of £2 per head,
